Cloaths to that Prince. The Pope appear’d a little 
troubled at this News ; but Signior Auguftine Pal- 
Javicino is certainly very much chagrin’d at it, be- 
caufe his Commiffion to carry thofe bleffed Swadling 
Cloaths tothe Court of France is thereby vacated : 
He had rais’d great hopes upon that Commiffion, and 
had laid out 20000 Crowns in rich Prefents which 
he defign’d to have given away on his own Account 
in the French Court, and promis’d himfelf in Re- 
compence the Intereft and Endeavours of that Court 
to procure him a Cardinal’s Hat. The 28th a Con- 
§regation was held at the Palace, preparatory to the 
Canonization of fome Saints. which Affair will be 
abfolutely fix’d in the next Congregation, wherein 
the Pope defigns to be prefentr, The Abbot Pomr- 
one, Ambaffador of France ro the Republick of 
Venice, is come hither from the Court of Florence, 
and the 30th had a loug Audience of the Pope : He 
will fet out from hence for Venice in a few Days. 
‘To Day his Holinefs went to the College of St. A- 
thanafius to celebrate the Feftival of that Saint; and 
after he had faid Mafs himfelf, he gave the Commu. 
nion with his own Hands to all the Students of the 
College. To thew his great Veneration and Eficem 
for that Saint, he has order’d that for the future one 
of his.Galleys fhall carry his Name. Signior Aqua- 
viva, Nuncio in Spain, has fent the Pope a noble 
Prefent of Chocolate, Coco, Vanilloes, and other 
Curiofities of America, Ea
